United States m arshal of the N orthern 
district of Ohio, has been modified and 
the comptroller has directed the filing 
of this petition. The books and papers 
in question are of considerable bulk, 
weighing m ore than a ton and 
their 
future preservation is deemed a u se­ 
less expense. 
If 
not sold as waste 
paper they will be destroyed.

As the soft light of dawn penetrated 
into the room the pontiff whispered 
to his devoted physician th at he de­ 
sired the sh u tters of the windows to 
be opened, saying: 
“I wish to see 
once more, perhaps for the last time, 
the rays of the sun.” 
It is Just a short while th at th e pope 
cam e back to consciousness from a 
sleep which Dr. Lapponi had induced 
by a strong dose of chloral. 
His sleep 
WLB so deathlike that artificial respira­ 
tion was continued and Dr. Lapponi 
every few m inutes leaned anxiously 
over the couch to observe the illus­ 
trious patient and listen to his hardly 
perceptible 
breathing. 
Pope 
Leo 
aw oke w et w ith perspiration, feeble 
to the extrem e and his voice hardly 
audible. 
T he fits of coughing 
had 
brought pains in his chest and shoul­ 
ders. and thinking his end w as now- 
near. he said to Dr. Lapponi: 
"Tell 
me when 
the 
tim e really 
comes.” 
Conscious of Approaching End. 
These seemingly last m om ents of 
Pope Leo are full of solemnity. 
P e r­ 
haps his last hours would be less m el­ 
ancholy and sad if the august sufferer 
w ere less conscious of the circum ­ 
stances and his mind less clear as to 
th e duration of tim e rem aining to him 
before he en ters eternity. 
Although 
his physical pow ers are at th e lowest 
ebb and his breathing becomes more 
labored, the pope’s mind is clear, as is 
manifest to all around him by his 
bright, expressive eyes and the few 
words he now and then succeeds iii 
uttering. 
The scene is so touching 
th at those present can scarce restrain 
th eir tears. 
Count Camillo P e e d , the 
pope's nephew, whom the dying man 
kept by his bedside yesterday, was so 
exhausted late last nlgfet by his con­ 
tending em otions that'ho had to be 
taken from his uncle’s 
room com 
pletely worn out. 
A few m om ents be­ 
fore, as he stood bowed beside the 
bed, Pope Leo laid his hand on his 
head with paternal affection, saying: 
“T ake courage.” 
Shortly after IO o’clock at night the 
pontiff received the extrem e unction. 
At 9 o’clock his condition seemed so 
hopeless th a t only a short tim e ap ­ 
parently rem ained before he would 
glide into his last sleep. 
At Dr. Lap- 
ponl's initiative a hasty consultation 
was held and it was decided th at ex- 
tiem e unction should be given. 
The 
pontiff received 
tho 
announcem ent 
w ith his usual calm ness and though 
scarcely able to speak audibly he said 
he knew his time had come and he 
was ready to appear before the sub­ 
lime tribunal with full trust in the di­ 
vine mercy. 
Extreme Unction Administered. 
Monsignor Pifferi. Pope Leo's con 
fessor, adm inistered the extrem e unc­ 
tion and when the cerem o n y was over 
his holiness sank back on the pillow 
with apparent great relief that all was 
done and that he was entering into 
rest after his long pilgrimage. 
After the adm inistration of the vati- 
cum telegram s hoping for his recov­ 
ery were shown to the pope and he ap­ 
peared to be m uch gratified. 
One of 
the strangest features in his condition 
if the in terest the pope takes in tele­ 
gram s Inquiring about his health. Yes­ 
terday, having heard that a French 
lady whom he had received In audi­ 
ence a few weeks ago had telegraphed 
a m essage of sympathy, he asked to 
see the dispatch and when Monsignor 
Pifferi brought it he was not satisfied 
with looking at th e message, but wish­ 
ed to read It. 
From the piazza of St. P e te r’s th- 
groups of w atchers can see figures 
flitting to and fro past the lighted 
windows of the palace, an unusual 
num ber of which are Illuminated.

French President Greeted by King

Evansville, Ind., July 7 —Following 
lour dayB of rioting and general law­ 
lessness this city last night saw the 
moot terrible of its experiences with 
rioters. 
Seven persons dead and 14 
are known to be injured, with at least 
that number more thought to be hurt. 
The Dead. 
Edward Schiffman, painter, 
top 
of 
head blown off with rifle. 
Haxel Allman, 15 years old. shot in 
breast with shotgun. 
John Barrett, shot in right lung; died 
In St. Mary's hospital. 
August Jordan, aged 19. musician, bul­ 
let wound through heart. 
Edward Sula, 23 years old, laborer, 
shot through body and head; killed 
Instantly. 
Two unidentified dead men lying in 
front of Jail. 
The Wounded. 
Fred 8 chmidt, driver for brewing com­ 
pany; 
seriously 
shot in leg and 
arm; taken to his home. 
Fred Kappler, 
buckshot 
charge in 
face and body; will die. 
Lee Hawley, laborer, shot In leg. 
Robert Milter, shot In cheek. 
Charlet Preskey, aged 
17. 
grocery 
boy; shot through left wrist and 
bullet wounds In both heels. 
Theodore Beem, aged 20, shot in right 
side: painful flesh wound. 
John Fares, aged 48, shot In head and 
hip; may die. 
Albert Kaeuss, soldier, 
shot 
while 
picking up wounded rioter; hit in 
right arm; not serious. 
Six other rioters were seen to fall, 
but got away before their names were 
learned. 
At least that number more 
suspected of being hurt. 
Four members of Company A, First 
regiment, bullet and light 
gunshot 
wounds on the body; one of them shot 
through the shoulder; another through 
the 
ankle 
and 
other two slight 
scratches. 
Two deputy sheriffs were slightly 
wounded. 
At 10:30 o’clock the members of 
company A, First regiment, Indiana 
uational guard, after a day’s vigilance 
lr. guarding the county jail, and IOO 
deputy sheriffs, under Sheriff Chris 
Kratz, fired point blank into a mob of 
1,000 men gathered on Fourth, Divis­ 
ion and Vine streets, surrounding the 
Vanderburg county Jail and attempt­ 
ing its capture. 
From 7 a. rn. until 
the hour of the catastrophe Vie crowd 
surged about the jail calling the mili­ 
tiamen vile names, assailing 
them 
with stones and berating the deputy 
sheriffs who guarded the Jail. 
At 10:30 o’clock the rioters pressed 
slowly forward and innocent onlook­ 
ers and the curious followed. 
Slowly 
they forced the militiamen back to­ 
ward the jail until the alleyway be­ 
tween Division street and the stone 
building was reached. 
Then the lead­ 
ers, with a bicycle In their front as a 
shield to the bayonets of the soldiers, 
attempted to enter 
the 
alley and 
storm the alleyway entrance. 
Cap­ 
tain Blum, of the national guard, or­ 
dered a charge on the rioters. 
Grad­ 
ually the crowd was forced back, the 
soldiers using 
their 
bayonets and 
butts of guns. 
Suddenly a rioter fell. 
A soldier tried to drag him to his feel, 
but before he could was assaulted by 
a rioter. 
Stones and boulders began 
to fly through the air. 
A soldier was 
struck with a rock and fell. 
A rioter 
was knocked down with a gun butt 
and then a shot was fired. 
The one 
shot started a fusillade of musketry 
and shotgun fire from the defenders 
of the jail and a scattered return fire 
from the 
rioters. 
Fully 300 shots 
were fired from the jail windows, the 
court house steps immediately oppo­ 
site and by 
the 
soldiers on the 
streets. 
No one knows who fired the 
first shot. 
The soldiers claim it was 
the rioters, while the rioters make no 
claim and refuse to talk about It. The 
governor is said to have instructed 
the authorities not to jeopardise th* 
safety of the jail with halfway meas­ 
ures. 
The soldiers and deputies fired 
in the retreating mob of men who ran 
into Division street 
falling, crying 
and praying. 
For 15 minutes the fir­ 
ing continued, then it ceased. 
The 
mob was gone and the soldiers held 
the place 
In front of the staggering 
band of 58 soldiers lay the dead and 
wounded. Moans and shrieks of agony 
and fear came from the injured 
Ed Schiffman, a painter who was 
seen In the first ranks of the mob 
during the evening, lay on the side­ 
walk, the top of his head blown com­ 
pletely off by a 45-eaIIber rifle bullet 
and his brains oozing out on the- side­ 
walk. 
A short distance from him lay 
two other men, both dead, an i one 
with a bullet wound over the heart. 
All over the street crawling and moan­ 
ing wounded rioters and onlookers

July 7 —Following 
lour days of rioting and general law 
lessness this city last night saw the 
most terrible of its experiences with 
rioters. 
Seven persons dead and 14 
are known to be injured, with at least 
that number more thought to be hurt. 
The Dead. 
Edward Schiffman, painter, 
top 
of 
head blown off with rifle. 
Haxel Allman, 15 years old. shot In 
breast with shotgun. 
John Barrett, shot In right lung; died 
In St. Mary’s hospital. 
August Jordan, aged 19. musician, bul­ 
let wound through heart. 
Edward Rule, 23 years old, laborer, 
shot through body and head; killed 
Instantly. 
Two unidentified dead men lying in 
front of Jail. 
The Wounded. 
Fred Schmidt, driver for brewing com­ 
pany: 
seriously 
shot in leg and 
arm; taken to his home 
Fred 
Kappler, 
buckshot 
charge 
In 
face and body; will die. 
Lee Hawley, laborer, shot in leg. 
Robert Miller, shot In cheek. 
Charles 
Preskey. aged 
17. 
grocery 
boy; shot through left wrist and 
bullet wounds In both heels. 
Theodore Beem, aged 20, shot In right 
side; painful flesh wound. 
John Fares, aged 48, shot In head and 
hip; may die. 
Albert Kaeuss, soldier, 
shot 
while 
picking up wounded rioter; hit in 
right arm; not serious. 
Six other rioters were seen to fall, 
but got away before their names were 
learned 
At least that number more 
suspected of being hurt. 
Four members of Company A, Fir.it 
regiment, bullet and light 
gunshot 
wounds on the body; one of them shot 
through the shoulder; another through 
the 
ankle 
and 
other two slight 
scratches. 
Two deputy sheriffs were slightly 
wounded. 
At 10:30 o’clock the members of 
company A, First regiment, Indiana 
national guard, after a day's vigilance 
in guarding the county jail, and 100 
deputy sheriffs, under Sheriff Chris 
Kratz, fired point blank into a mob of 
1,000 men gathered on Fourth, Divis­ 
ion and Vine streets, surrounding the 
Vanderburg county Jail and attem pt­ 
ing Its capture. 
From 7 a. m. until 
the hour of the catastrophe Vie crowd 
surged about the Jail calling the mili­ 
tiamen vile names, assailing 
them 
with stones and berating the deputy 
sheriffs who guarded the Jail. 
At 10:30 o’clock the rioters pressed 
slowly forward and innoceut onlook­ 
ers and the curious followed. 
Slowly 
they forced the militiamen back to­ 
ward the jail until the alleyway be­ 
tween Division street and the stone 
building was reached. 
Then the lead­ 
ers. with a bicycle In their front as a 
shield to the bayonets of the soldiers, 
attempted to enter 
the 
alley and 
storm the alleyway entrance. 
Cap­ 
tain Blum, of the national guard, or­ 
dered a charge on the rioters. 
Grad­ 
ually the crowd was forced back, the 
soldiers using 
their 
bayonets and 
butts of guns. 
Suddenly a rioter fell. 
A soldier tried to drag him to his feet, 
but before he could was assaulted by 
a rioter. 
Stones and boulders began 
to fly through the air 
A soldier was 
struck with a rock and fell. 
A rioter 
was knocked down with a gun butt 
and then a shot was fired 
The one 
shot started a fusillade of musketry 
and shotgun Are from the defenders 
of the jail and a scattered return fire 
from the 
rioters 
Fully 300 shots 
were flred front the jail windows, the 
court house steps immediately oppo­ 
site and by 
the 
soldiers on the 
streets. 
No one knows who flred the 
flrat shot 
The soldiers claim It was 
the rioters, while the rioters make no 
claim and refuse to talk about It. The 
governor is said to have instructed 
the authorities not to Jeopardise ths 
safety of the Jail with halfway meas­ 
ures. 
The soldiers and deputies flred 
In the retreating mob of men who ran 
Into Division street 
falling, crying 
and praying. 
For 15 minutes the fir­ 
ing continued, then It ceased 
The 
mob was gone and the soldiers held 
the place 
In front of the staggering 
band of 58 soldiers lay the dead and 
wounded. Moans and shrieks of agony 
and fear came from the Injured 
Ed Schiffman, a painter who was 
seen in the first ranks of the mob 
during the evening, lay on the side­ 
walk, the top of his head blown com­ 
pletely off by a 45-callber rifle bullet 
and hla brains oozing out on the- side­ 
walk. 
A abort distance from him lay 
two other men, both dead, an 1 one 
with a bullet wound over the heart 
All over the street crawling and moan 
lng wounded rioters and onlooker*

Rome, July 7—-11:55 a. rn.—Another 
morning has broken on thA pathetic 
scene within the simple cham ber of 
the vatican where Pope Leo lies dying. 
As the soft light of dawn penetrated 
into the room the pontiff whispered 
to his devoted physician th at he de­ 
sired the shutters of the windows to 
be opened, saying: 
“I wish to see 
once more, perhaps for the last time, 
the rays of the sun.” 
It is just a short while th a t the pope 
came back to consciousness from u 
sleep which Dr. Lapponi had induced 
by a strong dose of chloral. 
His sleep 
wr.s so deathlike that artificial respira­ 
tion was continued and Dr. Lapponi 
every few m inutes leaned anxiously 
over the couch to observe the illus­ 
trious patient and listen to his hardly 
perceptible 
breathing. 
Pope 
Leo 
awoke wet w ith perspiration, feeble 
to the extrem e and his voice hardly 
audible. 
The fits of coughing 
had 
brought pains In his chest and shoul­ 
ders, and thinking his end was now 
near, he said to Dr. Lapponi: 
“Tell me when 
the 
tim e really 
comes.” 
Conscious of Approaching End. 
These seemingly last m om ents of 
Pope Leo are full of solemnity. 
P er­ 
haps his last hours would be less mel­ 
ancholy and sad lf the august sufferer 
were less conscious of the circum ­ 
stances and his mind less clear as to 
the duration of tim e rem aining to him 
before he enters eternity. 
Although 
his physical pow ers are at the lowest 
ebb and his breathing becomes more 
labored, the pope’s mind is clear, as is 
m anifest to all around him by his 
Lrlght, expressive eyes and the few 
words he now and then succeeds in 
uttering. 
The scene is so touching 
that those present can scarce restrain 
their tears. 
Count Camino Pecci, the 
pope’s nephew, whom the dying man 
kept by his bedside yesterday, was so 
exhausted late last niffet by his con­ 
tending em otions th flt'k o had to be 
taken from his uncle’s 
room com­ 
pletely worn out. 
A few m om ents be­ 
fore, as he stood bowed beside th#» 
bed, Pope Leo laid his hand on his 
head with paternal affection, saying: 
“Take courage.” 
Shortly after IO o’clock at night the 
pontiff received the extrem e unction. 
At 9 o’clock his condition seemed so 
hopeless th at only a short time ap­ 
parently rem ained before he would 
glide into his last sleep. 
At Dr. Lap- 
poni’s initiative a hasty consultation 
was held and it was decided that ex- 
Heme unction should be given. 
The 
pontiff received 
the 
announcem ent 
w ith his usual calm ness and though 
scarcely able to speak audibly he said 
he knew his time had come and he 
was ready to appear before the sub­ 
lime tribunal with full trust in the di­ 
vine mercy. 
Extreme Unction Administered. 
Monsignor Pifferi, Pope Leo’s con 
fessor, adm inistered the extrem e unc­ 
tion and when the ceremony was over 
his holiness sank back on the pillow 
with apparent great relief th at all was 
done and that he was entering Into 
rest after his long pilgrimage. 
A fter the adm inistration of the vati­ 
c a n telegram s hoping for his recov­ 
ery were shown to the pope and he ap­ 
peared to be much gratified. 
One of 
the strangest features in his condition 
it the interest the pope takes in tele­ 
gram s inquiring about his health. Yes­ 
terday, having heard that a French 
lady whom he had received in audi­ 
ence a few weeks ago had telegraphed 
a message of sympathy, he asked to 
see the dispatch and when Monsignor 
Plfferl brought it he was not satisfied 
with looking at the message, but wish­ 
ed to read It.

LONDON WELCOMES M. LOUBET. 


Frsneh Pratl*ant Greets* by King 
Edward— Straata Prafuaaly 
Decorated. 


London, July 7.—President Loubet, 
the first president of the republic who 
has represented the Freneh nation as 
the guest of the Britleh court, arrived 
in London from Dover and was greet­ 
ed at the Victoria railroad station by 
King Edward and the prince of W ales, 
accompanied by the cabinet m inisters 
and a host of other distinguished per­ 
sons.

through the shoulder; another through 
the 
ankle 
aud 
oth er two slight 
scratches. 
Two deputy sheriffs w ere slightly 
wounded. 
At 10:30 o’clock th e m em bers qf 
company A, F irst regim ent, Indiana 
national guard, after a day’s vigilance 
in guarding the county jail, and IOO 
deputy sheriffs, under Sheriff Chria 
K ratz, fired point blank into a mob of 
1,000 men gathered on Fourth, Divis­ 
ion and Vine streets, surrounding the 
V anderburg county Jail and attem pt­ 
ing its capture. 
From 7 a. rn. until 
the hour of the catastrophe Abe crowd 
surged about the jail calling the mili­ 
tiam en vile names, assailing 
them 
w ith stones and berating the deputy 
sheriffs who guarded th e jail. 
At 10:30 o'clock the rioters pressed 
slowly forward and innocent onlook­ 
ers and the curious followed. 
Slowly 
they forced the m ilitiam en back to­ 
ward the jail until th e alleyway be­ 
tw een Division street and the stone 
building was reached. 
Then the lead­ 
ers. with a bicycle in th eir front as a 
shield to the bayonets of the soldiers, 
attem pted to enter 
the 
alley and 
storm the alleyway entrance. 
Cap­ 
tain Blum, of the national guard, o r­ 
dered a charge on the rioters. 
Grad­ 
ually the crowd was forced back, the 
soldiers using 
their 
bayonets and 
butts of guns. 
Suddenly a rioter fell. 
A soldier tried to drag him to his feet, 
but before he could was assaulted by 
a rioter. 
Stones and boulders began 
to fly through the air. 
A soldier was 
struck with a rock and fell. 
A rioter 
was knocked down with a gun butt 
and then a shot was fired. 
The one 
shot started a fusillade of m usketry 
and shotgun fire from the defenders 
of the jail and a scattered return fire 
from the 
rioters. 
Fully 300 shots 
were fired from the jail windows, the 
court house steps im mediately oppo­ 
site and by 
the 
soldiers on the 
streets. 
No one knows who fired the 
first shot. 
The soldiers claim It was 
the rioters, while the rioters make no 
claim and refuse to talk about It. The 
governor is said to have instructed 
the authorities not to jeopardise the 
safety of the jail with halfway m eas­ 
ures. 
The soldiers and deputies fired 
In the retreating mob of men who ran 
Into Division street failing, crying 
and praying. 
For 15 m inutes the fir­ 
ing continued, then it ceased. 
The 
mob was gone and the soldiers held 
the place 
In front of the staggering 
band of 58 soldiers lay the dead and 
wounded. Moans and shrieks of agony 
and fear cam e from the Injured. 
Ed Schtffman, a painter who was 
seen In the first ranks of the mob 
during the evening, lay on the side­ 
walk, the top of his head blown com­ 
pletely off by a 45-callber rifle bullet 
and his brains oozing out on the side­ 
walk. 
A short distance from him lay 
two other men, both dead, an i one 
with a bullet wound over the heart.

July 7.—In the 
m idst of the entertainm ent of P resi­ 
dent Loubet, England has not neglect­ 
ed to make full preparations for the 
reception of Rear Admiral Cotton’s 
squadron.

squadron, which received President 
Loubet at Dover. 
It Includes the bat 
tleships Majestic, flying the flag of 
Lord C harles B eresford; the Magnifi­ 
cent. w ith the flag of the Hon. Hed- 
w orth Lambton, second in command 
of the channel squadron; Mars. Prince 
George, Jupiter and H annibal; the ar­ 
mored cruisers Hope and Sutlej; the 
protected cruisers Doris. Pactolusand 
Prom etheus. 
Program Arranged. 
The city is decorated with the B rit­ 
ish and American colors. 
The Ameri­ 
can w arships assembled at Bpithead 
will en ter Portsm outh harbor at 9:30 
a rn., passing through the line of tho 
B ritish warships, which will fire sa­ 
lutes. 
This compliment will be re­ 
turned by the K earsarge and her con­ 
sorts, which will be escorted to their 
berths in tho inner harbor. 
Official calls will then be exchanged

entertainm ent will be robbed some­ 
what of the spectacular character of
